Total of 38 Years Required 
To Finish All Classes Here 


By VIC HEIM 
Since the average person enters jaysee at the age of 
18, he would be 56 1/2 years old if he took all the courses 
in the college catalog at the rate of 16 1/2 units per 
year, a survey of college offerings revealed today. 


Strange as it may seem, it 
would take 88% years to com- 


plete the entire catalog of 
courses. Altogether the number 
of units offered here totals 
683k. 


Leading the courses im total 
number of units is the mechanics 
department which offers 66. This 
sum alone is enough to keep the 
average student in college for 
four years. Surveying and library 
science give “only three units 
apiece, while physiology gives 
five. 

Totaling all courses, it is dis- 
covered that there are 277 separ- 
ate courses offered by the col- 
lege. Included in these are 
courses all the way from “Motor 
tune-up and auto-electricity” to 
“Shakespearian Tragedy.”

near completion here today 
as Instructor H. O. Russell re- 
ported that applications to train 
40 student pilots in primary 
flight work, and an undiselosed 
number of aviators for advanced 
piloting will be filed with the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority 
within two weeks. 


To operate in conjunction with

Next year’s college aviation 
program tentatively will include 
primary flight training and 
ground school, advanced flight 
and ground school, an aviation 
mechanics course, and numerous 
other allied classes already: in- 
cluded in the jaysee ¢éurricula. 
The board of education has  al- 
located $6600 for expansion’ of 
the flight program, new equip- 
ment, and another instructor for 
airplane engine shop work. 

Advaneed flight will encom- 
pass an extensive ground school 
which will be the basis for 
training any or all enrollees in 
further air work. CAA exami- 
ners will determine from college 
ground work which advanced stu- 
dents shall be eligible for heav- 
ier plane-piloting and gauge their 
government allotment by this ex-

Funeral Services — 
For First Dean 


Held This Week 


Funeral services were held 
Tuesday for Edward M. Nealley, 
75, first dean of jaysee and in- 
structor of philosophy, psychol- 
ogy, and sociology for 23 years, 
who retired from active teaching 
here in 1938. 

The rites, held at Winbigler’s 
funeral home, were conducted by 
the Reverend Perry F. 
former pastor of the First Con- 
gregational church, and the Rev- 
erend F. W. Neidringhaus, pres- 
ent pastor of the First Congre- 
gational church. Mr. Nealley died 
at his Tustin home early Satur- 
day: morning, following a three 
day illness. 

SERVED CONTINUOUSLY 

He was born in_ Burlington, 
Iowa, Oct.’ 17, 1864, and received 
his LLB degree from Iowa state 
university in 1890 and AB de- 
gree in 19038. His graduate work 
was done at the University of 
Chicago in 1893-1896, followed 
by research’ studies at London 
School of Economics in  1896- 
1897. 

The former instructor came here 
in 1917 and served continuously 
until his retirement in June, 1938. 
He was appointed first dean of the 
college, serving in that position 
in 1920 to 1922. 

CHART COLLECTION 

During his work at jaysee Mr. 
Nealley prepared over 1000 charts 
illustrating the different phases of 
work in his classes. He also pos- 
sessed one of the largest  col- 
lections of philosophy and _ psy- 
chology texts in this section of the 
country, and at one time compiled 
a larger personal library than 
that possessed by the college. 

It was through his efforts that 
the student loan fund was origin- 
ated, and he served as president 
of the fund until his retirement.

In the passing of Mr. Nealley the young 
people of the community lose one of their 
best friends. For nearly a quarter of a 
century he has ministered to the needs of 
youth, sparing neither time nor effort.

@ The Real Picture 


$175 a day; That is a great deal of 
money in any language! 

According to ‘‘another' publication 
here”? $175 is the sum which taxpayers 
in the Santa Ana school district must pay 
each day for redemption and interest on 
school bonds. 


What are the facts? 

In the first place, earthquakes are no 
respecters of persons. Because the law 
requires a two-thirds majority in order to 
bond a district, it follows that more than 
two-thirds of the voters in Santa Ana 
wanted their damaged schools replaced 
with safe structures. 

How much is $175 a day? 

It is a little less than 3c a day for each 
of the 6500 boys and girls in the Santa 
Ana schools last month. It is 2c a day 
from each of the 8500 homes in the dis- 
trict. It is a little more than a cent and 
a half a day for each of the 10,000 tax- 
payers in the Santa Ana school district. 

If all the people, children and adults, 
who use the Santa Ana schools were add- 
ed tegether the daily cost for buildings 
is about lc each. 

Is your lc, 2c, or 3c a day too much 
to pay for having your children in mod- 
ern, safe, and convenient school build- 
ings?—Santa Ana Independent. 


@ Survey Mythical Hiway 
DONS MAP BAY AREA 


Student surveyors under the direction 
of Instructor Harold A. Moomaw entered 
the final phase of their activity today 
with work on topographical maps—the 
measurement of conteurs of land ad- 
jacent to the Newport Bayshore area. 

Weekly field trips during the current 
semester served to give the 16 student en- 
gineers practical experience in the use of 
technical instruments and in plotting sec- 
tions for map making. 

According te Mr. Moomaw, the study 
and measurement of land topography is 
necessary for road building; cottege sur- 
veyors laid a short curve for a mythica] 
highway plotted by transit-stadia instru- 
ments, telescopes measuring distances and 
angles. 

Observations taken in the beaeh dis- 
trict were plotted in triangular sections, 
explained Floyd Gorton, student  sur- 
veyor, and after several sections have 
been charted on the contour maps, they 
are pieced together and an intelligible re- 
port can be given on land measurements, 
and roads may be planned by civil en- 
ete in charge of highway construc- 
ion. 

An odd bearing on topographical re- 
cordings was the fact that contractors 
building houses on slopes use the maps to 
compute the degree of bank and can 
draw their own plans according to the 
level of the ground in that sector.

@ Local Time Piece Has History 


FIRST DIAL DATES 1000 B.C. 


When one strolls by the old 
sundial on the campus he fails to 
realize the ancient history con- 
nected with it. The college dial 
was erected by the jaysee gradu- 
ating classes of ’34 and ’35. But 
the history of the sundial goes 
back many centuries. 

The first known dial dates about 
1000 B.C. It was found in Rho- 
desia and is believed to be of 
Semitic origin. 

Later, about 700 B.C., the sun- 
dial is mentioned in Isaih XXX- 
VIII, chapter 8: “Behold I will 
bring again the shadows of the 
degrees, which is gone down in 
the sundial of Abaz, ten degrees 
backward.” 

ROMAN DIAL 


The first dial erected in Rome 
was in the year 290 B.C. It had 
been taken from the Saminited, 
but the first constructed in Rome 
was in 164 B.C. by Marcius 
Philipps. 

Up till the 13th century the 
sundial was the only time piece, 
but then a striking clock was 
built. Still however, dials were the 
most comomn. 


During that period sundials be- 
came so important to the people 
that a special branch of education 
was set aside for the art of con- 
structing sundials. During the 
13th century Clavius published an

None were sufficiently well- 
grounded in national tradition to 
decide that “The Defense of Fort 
MacHenry“ is now the national 
hymn, “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

Everyone was aware that 
Francis Scott Key composed the 
words, but only 75 per cent were 
certain of the conditions under 
which it was written. 

None could state definitely who 
composed the music. 

LIKE NEW SONG 


Some admitted heresy as they 
stated that the national hymn 
was far too impractical for every- 
day use despite its artful tenets. 
And they ventured an assertion 
that perhaps a newer, more pop- 
ular rhythm like “God Bless 
America” would fulfill the role of 
propagator of patriotism in the 
future.
